THE SPEECH. 

The address delivered by the head of the 
executive to the legislative branch of the 
government on the commencement of ite de- 
liberations—in British dominions called the 
speech from the throne—is supposed to and 
generally does contain a sketch of the 
course of the government since the 
former meeting of the legislature and an out- 
line of what it is desired to accomplish at the 
then session. Judging his honor’s speech at 
Regina by this standard it appears that the 
only action the government of the North- 
West intends to take at the present session of 
the Council is to revise the boundaries of the 
electoral districts, introduce bills to give el - 
fect to the federal acts establishing supreme 
and appeal courts in the territories and take 
action towards securing the representation 
of the terrritories at the proposed permanent 
Indian and Colonial exhibition. Nota word 
appears regarding the substitution of repre- 
scntative government for the present system, 
of embracing the whole population of the 
ae territories in the council representation in- 
lee atead of only certain favored sections as at 
present, or of placing the funds supplied by 
the federal government for the expenses of 
government in the North-West in the hands 
of the representatives of the people from 
whom it was originally taken and to whom it 
rightfully belongs. It may therefore be taken 
for Kranted that there is no intention on the 
part of the executive of the North-West to 
bring forward these matters — unless forced 
to it by strong public opinion. The allusion 
: to the Ottawa delegation of last session, while 

admitting that ten out of the twenty-seven 
—they the most important —- requests made 
upon the federal government have not been 
granted gives no hint as to what will be done 
to secure their concession, Indeed when his 
honor intimates that the delegation was a 
great success and that these ungranted re- 
quests are being considered by the federal 
authorities it is equal to saying that the par- 
tial success already attained is fully satisfac- 
tory to him. The suggestion in regard 
to the Indian and colonial exhibition is a lit- 
{ tle behind time. The exhibition is now over 
and may or may not be started again. The 
territories were unrepresented at it saving 
what was done by the C. P. R. Of course, 
better lute than never. But to propose todo 
after the time is past is a poor excuse for not 
having done at the proper time. hut besides 
matters retrospective and prospective this 
particular aud peculiar address takes in a 
variety of subjects in perspective. The origi- 
nality of idea displayed in dealing with these 
is equal to the originality of their introduc- 
tion in such overshadowing quantities into an 
address to a body which can have nothing to 
do with them beyond venturing an opinion; 
especially when the actual business of that 
body is touched on eo lightly. The statement 
that last year was one of marked progress 
for the territories as a whole ; that agricultu- 
ral returns were satisfactory in the district of 
Assiniboia ; and tha: the Indians were never 
eo contented is rather astonishing. The basis 
of the ret assertion ie doubt las the fact that 
not a foot of railroad was constructed in the

little matters of much greater interest than 
those dwelt upon at such length. The ad- 
dress proves that his honor is not a Bourbon. 
Possibly he may never learn anything, but he 
has one of the most converticnt faculties of 
forgettiug that ever came to the assistance 
of a—statesman.
